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A Great Lifetimer Passes On

USS MILLER, herdsman at Michigan Reformatory, 
R Ionia, Mich., reports the death in February of their 

sensational lifetime producer, Reformatory Century 
Aaggie 694834. Born Feb. 13, 1921, she lived to see her 
twentieth birthday and then was put away and buried in 
the lawn in front of the new barn at the Reformatory. 
Her life figures, including one lactation on private test, 
three lactations on DHIA and the balance of her life on 
AR or HIR, have been computed at 260,442.3 lbs milk, 
9,383.53 lbs fat. Her last seven lactations were on HIR 
and these, together with her AR record as a junior four- 
year-old give her an official total to Dec. 31, 1940 of 
204,024.9 lbs milk, 7,272.7 lbs fat. Her unofficial milk 
record is the largest that has ever been claimed for any 
cow of any breed and her unofficial fat record is second 
high for any breed.

Vale is the only one that is still living and in produc- 
tion and she is the official world’s champion for milk, fol- 
lowed by La Vertex Quantity of U. Neb. Steilacoom Prilly 
Ormsby Blossom is the unofficial world’s champion for 


fat, her first three lactations being in AR and the bal- 
ance in DHIA. 


Reformatory Century Aaggie, the unofficial cham- 
pion for milk, first calved at only 23 months of age, pro- 
duced 9,137 Ibs milk according to private barn records, 
and calved again within the year at 2 years, 10 months, 
When she was started on DHIA test. At barely four 
years old she calved for the third time and made an AR 
record of 880.4 lbs fat from 25,180.1 lbs milk. She 
then made two more DHIA records and when she was 
approaching 7 years old, having dropped her sixth calf, 


she was started in HIR and has been continued ever 
Since until her death. 


She dropped a calf every year for 13 straight years, 
last living calf having been born on May 23, 1935 
and since that date has been in continuous production on 
— although not again carrying a calf full time. Of 
er seven sons, four have been well proven in Herd 
est, and three of her six daughters have made good HIR

records. Her best producing daughter is Reformatory 
Miss Sylvia Aaggie (VG), with a long string of large 
Class B records up to 892.1 lbs fat. 

This highest record daughter of the old cow has 
a son in service in the Reformatory herd. He is Re- 
formatory Century Marathon, classified Good Plus, and 
is a double grandson of old “Century Aaggie”’, being 
sired by one of her proven sons, Reformatory King Mara- 
thon Century, also in service in the herd. This sire has 
an average on his first seven daughters on a mature B 
basis of 12,970 lbs milk, 429 lbs fat, an average that in- 
cluded four records of from 257 to 291 days. He classi- 
fied Very Good. 

A younger son of the old cow is also in service. He 
is Reformatory King Inka Valdessa, sired by their 900- 
lb fat son of Sir Inka May. 

Other proven sons of Reformatory Century Aaggie in- 
clude Reformatory King Aaggie Ormsby, whose 31 HIR 
daughters average 16,170 lbs milk, 558 lbs fat, proven 
at Kalamazoo and Ionia State Hospitals; Reformatory Sir 
Houwtje Century, whose 20 HIR daughters average 
13,420 lbs milk, 460 lbs fat, proven at Kalamazoo State 
Hospital; and Reformatory Marathon Century, whose 
proving is just getting started with his first three HIR 
daughters averaging 17,410 lbs milk, 627 Ibs fat. A 
fifth son was used in a herd where no testing was done 
and her other two sons were not raised. 

The old cow was herself classified Excellent when she 
was past 16 years of age and has one son and one daugh- 
ter classified Very Good. 


She is survived by two daughters in the Reformatory 
herd where as already mentioned she has two sons and 
a double grandson in service. They had fifteen of her 
granddaughters in production at last report with many 
younger granddaughters coming along. Many of these 
Century Aaggie granddaughters will be mated with the 


double grandson of the old cow to further intensify her 
blood. 


The Michigan Reformatory herd is one of the most 
highly developed of the Michigan State Institution herds. 
They are now well along on their 13th year of HIR test- 
ing, with an average for the first 12 years of better 
than 450 lbs fat—tthe leading 12-year herd of the breed 
in Herd Test, and this on an average of 55 milking cows 
per year. For the first four years the majority of the 
herd was milked four times daily but since that time 
all cows have been tested in straight Class B. They hope 
to maintain or improve this fine average as more of the 
descendants of Reformatory Century Aaggie come to 
their full development. 


A young sire in the Reformatory herd that is being 
used as an outcross on the Century Aaggie descendants 
is Carnation Ormsby Prince Segis, a bull classified Very 
Good. He is a son of Matador Segis Ormsby from a 
1000-lb fat daughter of Carnation Prince. The second 
dam is a 961-lb fat daughter of Sir Inka May, the third 
dam an 895-lb fat daughter of Matador Segis Walker and 
the fourth dam an 865-lb fat producer. This bull is a

Reaches Highest Consignment Sale Average of Year 


Jens Bollerup in his debut as 
manager of a sale of national interest 
presented a really superb line-up of 
cattle of show type in the Chicago 
Area Sale at Elmhurst, Ill., April 7. 
With its average of $237.50 for 71 
head, it has the honor of topping the 
consignment sale list for the year to 
that date. For the quality of cattle 
offered, this figure was regarded on 
the whole, however, as a rather con- 
servative valuation. The attendance 
was below expectations and the 
market for tops inclined to be a bit 
thin. Bull demand was lacking and 
bids dragged on the nine males 
offered. Even so, it must be re- 
corded as a good sale and a 


thorough-going credit to all con- 
cerned. 
Hill-Man Farms, Rockford, IIl., 


took advantage of this opportunity 
to make a notable addition to their 
breeding herd in the purchase of 15 
head for a total of $5,270. They 
paid from $300 to $575 each for 
eleven individuals, and more than a 
few of them are expected to be seen 
on the big-time circuit this fall. 

Of the 71 head sold, 35 animals 
exceeded the $200 mark, 19 sold 
above $300. To Alfred Paper, Stock- 
ton, Iowa, went the honor of selling 
the top priced animal, the splendid 
6-year-old, Colantha Ollie Home- 
stead De Kol, at $575. Hill-Man 
was the purchaser. She completed a 
Herd Test record last year of 685 
lbs fat, and just fresh now, looked 
ready to go for both record and 
show.

The 20th Michigan State Holstein Sale 


By HERB MILLER, Secretary 


The 20th semi-annual State Sale 
sponsored by the Michigan Holstein- 
Friesian Association took place on 
April 3rd in East Lansing in the new 
judging pavillion. 

This event was classed by the 
majority of those attending as the 
best sale the Association has ever 
sponsored. The caliber of the con- 
signments, the increased attendance 
and higher averages on animals sold 
all indicated the continued upward 
trend of Holstein cattle. We re- 
ceived the names of many new 
breeders and the general opinion of 
the majority of our breeders is one 
of optimism, at least for a few years 
to come. Our Michigan men do not 
believe we ‘have hit the top prices 
as yet. 

April 3rd, in Michigan, at least was 
a beautiful day and our crowd num- 





bered more than three times our 
usual gathering. It was estimated 
that better than 1,500 were on hand. 
71 animals were sold for a total of 
$14,055.00 or an average of $197.96. 
This is approximately $50.00 per 
head above the average of our re- 
cent sales. 10 bulls sold for an ay- 
erage of $186.50 a piece with the 61 
females bringing an average of 
$199.83. The 33 animals in milk, 7 
of which were 2 year olds, sold for an 
average Of $246.21 apiece. 33 ani- 
mals in the sale also exceeded the 
$200.00 mark. Our usual offering of 
calves suitable for 4-H Club pur- 
poses was again one of the features 
of the afternoon. Club members 
buying these calves were allowed 
15% discount. 9 of the 12 calves 
selected were sold to 4-H Club mem-

Vv. S. Culver, Port Deposit, Md.: 

I would dispose of anything but a 
most valuable breeding cow if she 
has a broken down udder. I would 
feed her lightly and at all times be- 
fore freshening I would start milk- 
ing her regularly two or three times 
daily as soon as she started to make 
up udder. 


The best prevention is to select 
foundation animals who have udders 
so well attached that they will not 
break down unless injured. The 
tendency to poorly attached udders 
and udder troubles is definitely in- 
herited. 

Regularly milking before freshen- 
ing as soon as the udder starts to get 
large has proven most beneficial. To 
prevent breaking away of udders it 
has been very helpful, in keeping 
udders that have started to break 
away, from getting worse. Three- 
time-aday milking for heavy milkers 
is certainly to be recommended over 
twice-a-day to prevent broken down 
udders. 

Howard Clapp, Pabst Farms: 

The cow with a_ broken down 
udder cannot be brought back to hes 
former condition. Milking her 
oftener than twice a day to keep the 
weight of the milk in the udder from 
becoming excessive is a help in pre- 
venting further breaking down. I 
have no doubt that the practice em- 
ployed by some breeders of milking 
these cows before freshening pre- 
vents any great udder weight de- 
veloping and dragging her udder 
down further. 

The best prevention is to breed 
from strains whose udders are well 
attached and stay that way under a 
life-time of production. 

John Last, Milford Meadows Stock 

Farm: 

Try and avoid the development of 
Swelling in a broken-down udder at 
freshening time, for it will break the 
udder down still more. As it is 
difficult to milk a cow with a broken- 
down udder it is well to try and 
make a nurse cow out of her. Calves 
working that udder have a tendency 
to keep it from getting worse. 

As regards prevention, I think it 
is definitely an inherited characteris- 
tic and every effort should be made 
to eliminate it by selection and 
breeding. 

Wm. Reed, Winterthur Farms: 

As far as we know, nothing can 
be done for a broken down udder. 
Many cows with quite a badly broken 
down udder are still highly profit- 
able from a stand-point of produc- 
tion. One such known to us made 
156 Ibs of fat last year on two milk- 
Ings a day and qualified for the 10 
months division. Another in twice- 


a-day form produced nearly 23,000 
lbs of milk. 

As this condition is highly unde- 
sirable, cows from families which 
have this tendency of weak attach- 
ments should not be kept as breed- 
ers. Much can be done to prevent 
this condition by keeping the ‘‘cake’”’ 
from freshening cows, in particular 
first calf heifers. 

This can be accomplished by light 
feeding before freshening. No corn 
or silage or heating grain rations for 
at least three weeks before freshen- 
ing usually does away with excessive 
edema. If the udder starts to swell 
anyway in spite of the light feed, we 
start milking before freshening. 

G. A. Burdick, Lauxmont Farms: 

I do not know of any sure-fire cure 
for a cow with a broken-down udder. 
Some help may be attained by apply- 


ing a well-made support suspended 
from the cow’s body, and avoiding 
all feeds that have a tendency to 
produce inflammation or heat of the 
udder such as corn. I am further of 
the opinion that broken-down udders 
are characteristic of some blood lines 
and families, and also, that over-fit- 
ting and over-feeding young cows in 
early producing life have been 
known to develop tremendous 
udders, and often times with plenty 
of cake, thus distending the tissues, 
and as these cows grow older they 
develop broken-down udders. 
Milking out often before calving, 
close watch of feeding, and avoiding 
corn in any form, substituting bran 
and laxative feeds, and light mixed 
hay for alfalfa, give plenty of exer- 
cise, avoid cold or wet floors, and

The 
pictures of these twelve prize Holstein calves are pre- 
sented on pages 8 and 9 of this issue. 


In addition, a grand prize in each breed will be 
awarded for the best among the 12 district winners. This 
prize is a trip to the National Dairy Show at Memphis, 
Tenn., next October, with all expenses paid, as a guest 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 


How to Enter the Contest 
In each of the twelve districts, the contest is spon- 
sored by a leading farm paper serving that district. En- 
try is made simply by sending your essay to the editor 
of the sponsoring paper for your district before May 31, 
1941—and observing the following general rules:— 


The subject is ‘Why Dad Should Keep Pure 
Breds and Why He Should Keep Holstein-Friesians. 

Only one essay may be submitted by each con- 
testant. 

Your essay must not contain in excess of 1,006 
words. 


Get your teacher, county agricultural agent or 
club leader to sign your essay before sending it in, 
to show that the rules have been followed. 


Essays must be either typewritten or carefully 
written in ink on one side of paper only. 


Do not copy from the bulletin or from any pub- 
lished material. The essay must be entirely in your 
own words. You may use facts and figures from 
the bulletins but they should be used in your own 
language. 


Suggestions to Contestants 
One of the sponsoring publications has presented the 
following very pertinent suggestions to contestants. 
They are worth following: 


Read the contest rules carefully, and stick to them. 

Study and learn all that is to be known about your 
favorite breed, so that you will have the subject well in 
hand. 

Make an outline of the points that you wish to stress 
in your essay, and follow that outline as you write the 
finished essay. 

Avoid making comparisons between breeds simply to 
support your arguments. Remember that each of the 
breeds has its good points and its special merits, and 
don’t criticize or condemn any other breed. In your 
essay you will tell why you want pure bred dairy cattle 
of a certain breed on your farm, but not why you don’t 
want some other breed. Stick to the subject. 

Use simple language and avoid long, involved sent- 
tences. 

Don’t say things simply for effect, but be truly sin- 
cere. 

If you need information, consult local breeders of 
your favorite breed, or see your county agent, club 
agent, or vocational agricultural teacher. For general 
information about the breed you have selected for your 
essay, write to the national headquarters of the breed 
association for its literature. 

Make your entry as neat as possible so that the 
judges will have the least difficulty reading it. 


Reference Literature 

Contestants may secure from the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., Farmer's 
Bulletin No. 1443 entitled “Dairy Cattle Breeds.” This 
34-page bulletin gives general information on all breeds 
of dairy cattle. You can probably secure a copy from 
your county agricultural agent if more convenient.

A Bang’s Indemnity Problem 


QUESTION has arisen in New York and perhaps in 
A other states regarding the status of herds which 

cooperated with the Federal people in the calf 
vaccination experimental work. These herd owners, all 
having originally a good proportion of positive cows, 
agreed to keep them in the herd as a test for the effec- 
tiveness of the vaccination program, and also agreed to 
waive Federal indemnities on them. They have done 
their part, and the project is now beyond the experi- 
mental stage. 

In the four years or more that have since elapsed 
many of these older cows have now passed on, but some 
of them still remain. In nearly every case, if those 
older cows were now eliminated, the herds could resume 
a negative vaccinated status. 

Is there not some obligation upon the part of the 
state at this time, if the owners desire, to take these 
positive cows from the Federal-cooperating herds and 
indemnify the owners for them? The argument may be 
raised that these owners have already received substan- 
tial benefits in that they have had all this service 
throughout the experiment and have been enabled to 
build up vaccinated herds without direct cost. 

These angles, however, seem to apply. The benefits 
are unquestioned, but in the interim these herds have 
not been in good standing for inter-state shipments, or 
into certified herds. Also the state would have doubt- 
less spent much larger sums on these herds if they had 
been in the “certified’’ program during these years rather 
than in the Federal experiment. Along with it they have 
helped to make a contribution of great significance to 
our knowledge of Bang’s disease—knowledge that 
promises to save both the State and the herd-owners 
large sums of money in years to come. There would seem 
to be no embarrassing precedent established, relating to 
other new herds containing reactors, which might desire 
to come under the plan for certification, as this suggested 
policy would apply only to the limited number of herds 
which have cooperated in this program—in New York 
only a couple of dozen. Have they not earned this con- 
sideration? ——_—— — 


War Effort Calf Auction 


ANADIAN Holstein breeders are to be commended 
C on the War Effort calf auction they are arranging 

for May 27, the day preceding their regular Cana- 
dian National Sale at Brampton, Ont. 100 selected heifer 
calves are being donated by Canadian breeders, the 
gross proceeds to be sent to the British Friesian Cattle 
Society to be used for the war effort as they deem most 
effective. All services in connection with the sale, as 
well as the calves, are being donated. The project is 
being sponsored by the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada, and all calves are being inspected before accept- 
ance. They will represent the pick from more than 150 
calves that have already been offered. Practically all of 
the leading herds of Canada will be represented and they 
are not pulling their punches when it comes to sending 
really good calves. These calves will range in age from 
three to six months, which provides a rare opportunity 
for breeders who are interested in securing calves for 
vaccination.

Good News From The Sales 


HE sale reports in this issue make continued good 
"T reading. and we are pleased to note that new high 

averages for 1941 are set for both dispersal and con- 
signment sale events. 

Going over the list of sales through the first week 
in April and comparing with the same period of 1940, it 
appears that the average price is up almost exactly 10 
Percent, with a slightly larger number sold in 1941. 
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This better level of activity is also reflected in the 
business of the Secretary’s office at Brattleboro. Sum- 
age of farm labor, there should be no difficulty in find- 
with the corresponding period of 1938—the last year pre- 
ceding that was not rendered abnormal by the changes 
in the registry fee schedule. 


For the first 15 weeks of 1941, registry applications 
are up 23.68%; transfer applications are up 23.74% 
and new member applications up 50.71%. Applications 
for registry and transfer have been running nearly 800 
a week more than in 1940, the totals for 15 weeks of 
this year being 59,501, and for last year 48,098, an in- 
crease of 11,403.

It was unfortunate, for the official acceptance of her 
full lifetime performance, that her first lactation was 
recorded only in private barn records, and two other 
lactations only in CTA, so that her performance cannot 
be given the full stamp of official approval. It illus- 
trates strikingly the importance with animals of merit 
of continuous testing in A R or Herd Test where the 
production is made a matter of official public record. 
Nevertheless, we hail Reformatory Century Aaggie as 
worthy of a place near the head of the line in any Bo- 
vine Hall of Fame.

FURTHER COMMENTS ON BREEDING 
Editor, 
Holstein-Friesian World, 


In regard to high fat test in Holsteins, I am in 
complete accord with the arguments brought forward 
by the letter of J. S. Elliott, Cashion, Arizona, published 
in the March 15th issue of the World. 


Of particular importance is the fact that this well 
founded article was printed in the Bull Bargain issue 
and reached a vast audience. In the same issue, an 
article well worth the perusal by new and old breeders 
alike, is the Owen D. Young statement. The Breeder’s 
Target. Very interesting and very educational. 
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High test is a very desirable trait when combined 
with the characteristic heavy production of the Holstein 
and when so settled in families as to approach a near 
pure inheritance. Then and only then will high test 
really accomplish anything lasting in the Holstein ranks. 
Too many bulls are sold from high test dams that carry 
little or no inheritance for above breed average test. 
When a bull is brought about by true application of 
principles tending to blend and settle family traits for 
inherent high test, the sale price is far beyond the reach 
of the average breeder. Departing too far from aver- 
age breed test will cause more difficulties than staying 
with the breed. The prominent breeders with plenty 
of capital are capable of standing the loss from an ill- 
fated high test program, but not so the average dairy- 
man. In any breeders program there are qualities that 
he might better spend his ‘‘bull’’ money on than excessive 
high test that is not too well transmitted, namely: good 
udders, strong constitutions, consistent production, 
heavy Holstein milk flow, and of vast importance-type. 
When you accomplish the feat of rolling all these char- 
acteristics into one animal that is capable of transmit- 
ting all of them to all its offspring you have realized all 
that any Holstein breeder need work for. No cow of 
the above proportions need be discriminated against if 
she tests 3 to 3.5% and makes 400 to 500 Ib. of fat 
on twice a day milking and farm care. 


Let us consider the history of the new Life Time 
Champion Two-Timer, Dewdrop Johanna Changeling, 
found on page 88 of the Bull Bargain issue, with par- 
ticular reference to the data on fat test. For eight 
consecutive lactations she averaged 3.57%. Her first 
lactation test hit her 8 yr. average on the nose—3.57%. 
Could a cow’s first yearly test be a fair indication of 
her inherited fat test? I would like other World readers 
to enlarge upon that. Dewdrop hit her highest test in 
her second lactation with 3.75% and immediately drop- 
ped to her lowest test in her third lactation with 3.26%. 
If she had only been tested her second lactation, could 
it have been accepted as fact that she was a 3.75% 
tester? Or if she had only been tested her third lacta- 
tion, could she have been regarded as a very undesir- 
able tester and possibly discarded? Everyone of the 
eight lactations had different tests and it is interesting 
to note that four were below average and four were 
average or above. It will be worth watching what this 
cow accomplishes in the future. 


Every cow in my own herd has a test of either 3.5% 
or 3.6% with nothing as yet above or below. Included 
are two AR cows with 903 and 818 lb fat, the latter 
finishing with 650 lb fat on two time with 3.5% test 
after her large record with 3.6% last lactation. She 
has tested on two time 3.5% every year. My herd sire 
is from a 3.3% cow with very large milk flow and her 
dam tested 3.9% with good milk flow. I recently pur- 
chased in partnership with a neighbor a young bull ad- 
vertised in the World and whose picture was in the 
News of the Trade in the Bull Bargain issue. His dam 
tested 3.5% with first calf and made an exceptionally 
fine record under handicap for eight months of her rec- 
ord. In the new bull are blended type, production, 
udders, and to some extent, test. His 11 nearest dams 
averaging 3.71% and his sire with 61 daughters with 
100 records averaging 3.72%. 


Many breeders introduce a sharp outcross merely 
to get 4% test in their bull. The best policy is to stick 
to one line of breeding and build from the best families 
in that line. Seven of eight great grandparents of my 
new partnership bull carry Ormsby blood and he ‘thhim- 
self traces 15 times to a very famous cow, Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby, a breed founder. With due regard to high 
test, I prefer type, udders, and production as the basic 
fundamentals to build superior Holsteins. Because high 
test seems to be the rage is no reason to follow without 
considering all sides of the issue. I believe that there 
are many breeders who will agree with Mr. Elliott, not 
because they have anything to be ashamed of, but rather 
because they know they are working with the real Hol- 
stein ideals. A Holstein ceases to be a Holstein when 
her milk becomes too rich to make that ‘‘born to live” 
calf of hher’s step out and grow.

I am writing to congratulate you upon the vigor 
of your editorial policy respecting calfhood vaccination. 

Breeders, I believe, have been waiting for some 
farm or breed organ to step out into a position of leader- 
ship in this matter. This is particularly so in view of 
the losses which practitioners of calfhood vaccination 
have long been taking most especially in sales resistance, 
on account of a rather general lack of knowledge of 
the obvious merits of vaccination. 

The confusion in both intra-state and inter-state 
shipments of vaccinated animals has contributed to this 
since prospective purchasers have experienced so much 
difficulty in determining into what herds vaccinated 
animals may be transferred. The attendant loss to 
owners of vaccinated animals has been burdensomely 
large.

CONCERNING SELECTIVE REGISTRATION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The discussions in the World relative to Selective 
Registration have been interesting. Prof. Rice has per- 
formed a service for the breed in recounting the various 
steps taken by the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America for the improvement of the breed. This is es- 
pecially true in relation to the newer men in the breed- 
ing business who have not had an opportunity to grow 
up with these developments. 

However, I doubt if many breeders will take Prof. 
Rice’s plan very seriously. First, it is too complicated. 
Second, it leaves out of consideration the small breeders 
and many large ones, who are testing their herds in their 
local DHIA, and for that reason would confine the regis- 
tration of bulls to about 1% of the owners of pure bred 
Holsteins doing business with the Association. After 
all, who owns this Holstein business? The few tem- 
porary ‘‘big fellows’’ or the thousands of farmers-breed- 
ers? And who makes the progress of the breed possible? 
Is it the highly advertised, artificially maintained herds; 
or the practical dairyman-farmer-breeder who must 
make a living in his business: Which class of breeder 
supports the Association and pays for the service he gets? 
And which class has the service he uses subsidized by 
the regular income of the Association? [I do not mean 
to say that the so-called big breeder, with his artificial 
high records and his artificially prepared (and how!) 
show cows has not performed a valuable publicity serv- 
ice for Holsteins. He has, and he reaps a financial bene- 
fit in higher prices for his breeding stock. But I do 
mean to say that these same artificial means do not 
bring about breed improvement except as they may help 
to inspire others to achieve by practical and profitable 
methods the same ends. Breeders generally will not be 
inclined to give much favorable consideration to the Rice 
plan. He states that we can now select our bulls more 
intelligently than ever before, because of the steps taken 
by the Association. That is true; and we should include 
in those steps the use of DHIA. Why complicate the 
process further? 

In the March 1 issue of the World, we find another 
plan, by Prof. E. G. Misner. This plan would further 
complicate the classification for type. One of its weakest 
points is the proposition to give official recognition as 
‘‘All-American” or ‘All-American Reserve.’ Again, the 
Association would be giving special attention to the less 
important factors. When we classify for type, we should 
consider only the kind of type that is fairly permanent. 
“All-American”? may be just that in the show ring, and 
not look like the same cow the next day; and be an ‘“‘All- 
American” at the next show. How come? Well, I didn’t 
see it all at the National Dairy Show at Harrisburg, so I 
can’t explain it. 

The thing that must be kept in mind is that about 
99% of the breeders doing business with the Association 
are practical farmer-breeders who must make a living 
from this business. The services we use in the Associa- 
tion we pay for. In addition to that, we pay a profit on 
those services, sufficient to subsidize the AR work, the 
HIR work and the Extension Service. The argument is 
advanced that all these activities, plus the Herd Classi- 
fication (also subsidizing in good extenion worfi That 
is true and I am not objecting to the price for services.

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1 Bull Association

The Sugar City Holstein Bull As- 
sociation, believed to be the oldest 
in the Nation, is starting its 19th 
year of operation. It was back in 
the early summer of 1922 that a 
group of the dairymen around Sugar 
City—an alfalfa growing section in 
the mountains of Eastern Idaho, met 
with county Agent John Morrison 
and established this organizaton 
which is often pointed out as one of 
the striking examples of what coop- 
erative effort can do. The Associa- 
tion started with fifty five members, 
and selected as president, George A. 
Pincock (Mr. Pincock’s son, Mark 
is now Secretary), Vice President M. 
L. Nave (Again Vice President at 
this time—after having served both 
as president and on the Board of 
Directors), Secretary was F. L. 
Davis, with John L. Roberts, C. M. 
Meyers and Orson Ricks as Directors. 

Shortly after the Association was 
formed, the membership sent George 
Pincock East to secure the bulls. He 
headed for Ohio and spent two weeks 
in making his selections. Three of 
the bulls came from Ralph King’s 
herd at Mentor, Ohio and were sons 
of King Holingen Fayne Valdessa 
229649. The other was from the 
Cc. E. Bowmen and Son herd. All 
were backed with marvelous produc- 
tion records, one being a son of 
Maplecrest Pontiac Belle, who had a 
13 year old record of 21,000 lbs 
milk, 790 pounds of fat. Another 


was a son of Century Queen Korn- 
dyke 293156 with a record of 33,110 
pounds of milk and 952 pounds of 
fat. From the herd of Ralph King, 
Mr. Pencock selected a son of a 700 
pound butter junior two year old. 
The bulls cost an average of $421.00 
each. All except one bull lived to a 
ripe age, and until recently a few 
daughters were still in the herds. 
These bulls were splendid indiv- 
iduals, and two or three of them 
were quite prepotent for outstanding 
production. 

During the nineteen years of op- 
eration, thirteen bulls have been 
purchased in addition to the original 
five. These include two from the 
University of Idaho, one from Wm. 
Bishop, Chimacum, Wash., two from 
Fred Eggers of Meridan, three from 
L. J. Tenckinck and two from Colony 
Farms. An outlay of approximately 
$6,000 has been spent for bulls and 
pens, although enough salvage has 
been realized from the bulls when 
sent to the block that this figure is 
materially reduced as far as direct 
cash is concerned. Eleven members 
have died, a few have gone out of 
the dairy business. No new members 
have been added since the Associa- 
tion was started, although farmers 
can take advantage of the associa- 
tion bull service by paying a fee of 
$3.00 ($1.50 for members). Thirty 
three dairymen are members at the 
present time, and a few shares of

Two of the animals are from 
the Tenckinck herd at Twin Falls 
and are sons of Colony Flood Sir 
Romeo (V. G.—a full brother to 
Colony Flood Colantha) and the 
other two are sons of Hazelwood 
Heilo Sir Bessie from Colony Farms. 

At the recent annual meeting, W. 
R. Dalling was elected president, M. 


L. Nave, Vice Prsident and Mark 
Pincock, Secretary. The directors 
consist of: Tom Genta, Ray Morten- 


sen, Jas. Hendricks and Lester Rigby. 

Even during the depths of the de- 
pression, a fine spirit existed among 
these men, and their hard work and 
enthusiasm for good dairy cows, to- 
gether with a natural sense of bus- 
iness management, has made this 
one of the unique organizations of 
the West. It was some four years 
ago when the writer, in company 
with the County Agent, Ivan Lough- 
ary, Extension Dairyman and Dr. E. 
E. Heiser, attended a meeting of the 
Sugar City Bull Association. As we 
drove into the town, banners were 
waving and the band was out play- 
ing. One of us jestingly remarked 
that they had the band out for us— 
and imagine our surprise when this 
turned out to be the case. If you 
ever have occasion—and it would be 
worth any man’s time to partake of

On May 19, an event of more than 
usual significance will take place in 
the complete dispersal of the Aug- 
ustus L. Richards herd at the farm 
near Remsen, N. Y. 

Mr. Richards, a former law part- 
ner of Charles Evans Hughes in 
New York, has been accumulating 
for some years extensive property 
holdings in the original Baron Steu- 


ben Grant, near Remsen, Oneida 
County, N. Y. These cover some 
3,000 acres, much of which Mr. 


Richards has put under a reforesta- 
tion program. On the Homestead, 
right across the highway from the 
Baron Steuben Monument and State 
Park, Mr. Richards has been carry- 
ing on extensive farming operations 
and has developed an unusually 
choice and _ select Holstein herd. 
The pressure of his legal business 
in New York has forced him to the 
decision to discontinue active breed- 
ing and dairying operations, and the 
herd will be offered at auction May 
19. 

W. OD. Robens, veteran’ breeder 
from nearby Poland, has been Mr. 
Richards’ counsellor throughout his 
Holstein operations. Mr. Robens 
personally selected nearly all of the 
foundation cows, including a half 
dozen tops from his own herd, and 
in the Robens dispersal, Mr. Rich- 
ards took seventeen head which Mr. 
Robens picked as the nucelus of a 
real breeding program. 

To head the herd, King Topsy 
Veeman was purchased, this being 
the sire that did such good work in 
the Morrisville Agricultural School 
herd. He was a son of KOI Topsy 
Veeman, probably as great a breed- 
ing cow as Mr. Robens ever bred. 
The seventeen milking daughters of 
this bull now in the herd testify re- 
garding the wisdom of the selection. 
Then came another proved sire, 
Ormsby Ideal Constance, who had 
been in the Stanley Roberts herd in 
New Jersey. His first nine daugh- 
ters there as first calf 2-year-olds 
averaged 363.2 lbs fat, 10,301 lbs 
milk, all two-time milking. He is 
a son of King Ormsby Ideal and a 
full brother to KOI Pauline (1,019 
lbs at 3% yrs) the highest record 
daughter of King Ormsby Ideal. 
About 30 of his daughters here make 
a very attractive family group. This 
bull is not quite 8-years-old yet and 
should be especially interesting to 
some of the groups or individuals 
looking for a proved sire. 

Other young sires of select merit 
were used from the McLaury herd 
and Tom Dent’s Springbank herd in 
Canada. The results as shown in 
the herd today are pleasing. Com- 
mencing in 1936, the herd was en- 
tered in CTA, and rather dominated 
the local picture for the several 
years it remained in this work. Care- 
ful attention was given to herd 
health and the herd now is accredi- 
ted for t. b. and certified as Bang- 
free.

past four years are, beginning with 
1937; 524.6, 529.9, 600.4, 5650.5. 
This third Progressive Breeders’ 
Certificate received is for a herd of 
19 registered Holstein-Friesians, 12 
of which are home-bred stock. The 
most recent official herd type classifi- 
cation gave the herd an average score 
of 84.5, which has been exceeded by 
only one herd among all those that 
have attained excellence enough to 


qualify their owners for the ‘Pro- 
gressive Breeder’’ designation. 
Most of the milking cow in the

N. J. Cladakis, New York Market 
Administrator, announces that the 
uniform price for March milk is 
$1.95 per cwt., which is the highest 
March price in ten years. The vol- 
ume of milk pooled was 512,018,- 
433 from 59,597 farms, and its value 
was $9,984,359.44, second highest 
value for any month since the market 
order was set up. This is up from 
March 1940 by $856,581.40 and 36,- 
613,327 pounds.

Baker Farm, Exeter, N. H., reports 
the sale of Baker Farm Kid to War- 
ner Moore, Ghent, who has one of 
the best known Holstein herds of 
Eastern New York.

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OUR DIET AT FAULT 


The following letter by a well 
known Holstein lady, Mrs. Helen S. 
K. Willcox, N. Norwich, New York, 
appeared in the New York Times 
department of Letters to the Editor. 
The letter contains much food for 
thought, and we are pelased to pass 
it along to our readers. 
To the Editor of the 
Times: 


New York 


While we are speeding up on the 
industrial front, nearly two-thirds of 
our drafted men are being turned 
back as unfit for service under to- 
day’s Army standards. As yet this 
serious and thought-provoking situa- 
tion has not been considered of 
enough importance to do anything 
about it, even to the extent that a 
national Health Board of Research 
for Defense be appointed to im- 
mediately investigate American diet 
customs and restrictions. 


England found herself in a similar 
situation at the war’s start. Her 
young recruits were disappointingly 
below average as to physique and 
sound health. It was reported at the 
time that growing persons had re- 
ceived insufficient milk and dairy 
products, for one thing, which lack 
was demonstrated in soft bones, 
stunted growth and susceptibility to 
adolescent diseases. 


Whether England took steps to 
scientifically food-fortify younger 
men is doubtful, since diets have 
necessarily been further restricted. 
But here in America the case is dif- 
ferent. In your’ recent’ editorial 
“American Diet’”’ you said: “Our own 
Federal Surplus Commodities Corpo- 
ration publishes a report which 
raises the question whether we have 
the right to talk of food surpluses 
and if we are not grossly under- 
nourished.”’ 


Price the Factor 

On the other hand, Governor Leh- 
man on Jan. 22 warned of the surplus 
peril in local milk. He said, ‘But 
I see another threat to the stability 
and future of this industry we must 
not overlook. Its danger threatens 
more in the future then in the pre- 
sent, but any sound plan of defense 
must be projected beyond immediate 
emergency consideration. This threat 
is surplus milk production.” 


Such an unfounded statement does 
a vast disservice to both producer 
and consumer. As the FSCC gsur- 
mises, a majority of Americans are 
“grossly undernourished,” not be- 
cause of shortages at the source but 
because the masses cannot pay 14 
cents a quart for milk and 30 cents 
a pound for meat. 


Thus the anomaly persists: a start- 
ling percentage of our human de- 
fense timber is physically wanting 
in a land of literal milk and honey 
—since our vast acreages, varied cli- 
mates and scientific farming practices 


absolutely insure an abundance of 
needed cereals, fruits, vegetables, 
meats and milk. Yet—amid past 


peace and present plenty—probably 
three-quarters of the population is 
inadequately nourished because the 
superabundance grown on our half- 
bankrupt farms is finally  bottle- 
necked to the consumer at prohibi- 
tive prices.

full brother to Carnation Dunloggin, used in the Dun- 
loggin and Essex Farms herds in Maryland. He is being 
used for line breeding on the descendants of Carnation 


Inka Valdessa and as an outcross on the Century Aaggie 
family. 


The Reformatory herd has long been under the per- 
sonal management of Russell B. Miller, herdsman, whose 
brother, Herb Miller, is herdsman at Ionia State Hos- 
pital, just across the river.

(Continued from page 14) 


However, AR records, All-American ratings, and even 
HIR do not loom so large in the eyes of the practical 
breeder as they once did. All of these activities which 
are subsidized through registration and transfer fees, 
should be made to pay their own expenses. Then we 
would have sufficient funds for a real Extension pro- 
gram and could possibly even reduce fees. 

Some one will ask ‘“‘What has that to do with Selec- 
tive Registration?” Just this: If a Selective Registra- 
tion plan is adopted which makes is possible or very 
difficult, to register good bull calves owned by a large 
number of breeders, we will also lose the registration 
of the females from these herds. And then, where will 
the money come from? 

Selective Registration is a good idea. But why not 
Make it dependent on the work done by the bull himself, 
instead of trying to judge a bull calf by what has been 
done for him ake him earn his right to a higher 








rank. Selective Registry as it has been proposed is 
simply a glorified “Bull WPA.”’ Please don’t impose 
such a thing on a respectable bull. 


In the HIR work, a breeder is permitted to cancel 
the registration of a cow that he wishes to eliminate 
from the herd average. That is a great thing. In any 
selective registration plan, why not cancel the registra- 
tion of a bull as soon as he had demonstrated that he is 
not at least holding a good level of production? Under 
present plans as proposed, I have seen no provision made 
for disposing of bulls proven ‘‘no good.” 

The entire program of the Association is now on a 
voluntary basis so far as the breeder is concerned. He 
can register his calves, or let them go as grades; he can 
test or not, as he chooses; and he can classify his herd, 
attend the shows and get all the information available at 
Brattleboro, if he wishes. Give the Extension Service 
the funds used in keeping the other departments in op- 
eration; make the testing and classification work pay its 
own way; and encourage the “little’’ breeder by more 
personal contact. Several years’ experience proved to 
me that the contacts of the Extension Service with 
breeders is more valuable than all the publicity obtained 
otherwise.

VERMONT STATION HERD COM- 
PLETES 12th YEAR IN HIR 
The twelfth year of Herd Im- 

provement Registry testing has been 

completed on the Holstein herd 
owned by the Vermont Agricultural 

Experiment Station at the Univer- 

sity of Vermont and State Agricul- 

tural College, Burlington, Vermont. 

This past year seventeen cows 
milked twice daily averaged 10,227 
pounds of 3.7 percent milk and 377.1 
pounds butterfat, the second time 
during the twelve years that the 
average has been below 400 pounds 
butterfat. This was partly due to 
the fact that all cows were milked 
only twice daily and in part to the 
immaturity of the animals. Only 
three cows in this group had reach- 
ed maturity while five were 4-year- 
olds, two 3-year-olds and seven were 
2 years of age 

The highest average was made in 
1932 when 12 cows produced 13,170 
pounds of 3.6 percent milk and 476.1 
pounds fat. During the twelve-year 
period the average production has 
been 12,165 pounds of 3.58 percent 
milk and 435 pounds fat. 

The leading cow for production 
during the past year was UVM 
Mutual Polly with 16,718 pounds 
milk and 609.6 pounds fat. The 
second high cow was UVM Daisy 
with 13,565 pounds milk and 532 
pounds fat. Both of these cows 
were four-year-olds. 

All but two cows in the herd were 
sired by Newmont Mutual Ormsby 
Lad. This bull was classified as Ex- 
cellent. He was a son of the good 
proved bull, Ormsby Sensation 45th. 





MARGARINE OUTPUT UP 

During the last three months of 
1940 the output of oleomargarine 
was 16,148,000 pounds, or 22 per 
cent larger than during the corre- 
sponding period a year previous. 
For the year 1940, the total output 
was 317,875,630 pounds, or 7.4 per 
cent above the 1939 figure. Approxi- 
mately 75 per cent of this increase 
occurred in the last quarter of 1940

secured the passage of a bill which 
will be of inestimable help to the 
breeders of all kinds of dairy cattle. 
For many years we have been 
troubled in the conduct of pure bred 
auction sales with a statute that 
limits auctioneers in Massachusetts 
to residents of the state. This has 
caused us the expense of employing 
more than one auctioneer if we de- 
sired the assistant services of an 
out of state auctioneer. During the 
past year or so it has been evident 
that we were not within the law in 
using an out of state auctioneer in 
any capacity and there have been 
some difficulties at certain auctions. 
The bill, which Mr. Dole introduced 
and which has been enacted and 
signed by the Governor, permits out 
of state auctioneers to auction with- 
in the Commonwealth with the pay- 
ment of a small license fee. Live- 
stock breeders generally will appre- 
ciate this good work on the part of 
Mr. Dole.

NATIONAL DAIRY COUNCIL 

PLANS DEFENSE PROGRAM 

At the Annual Winter Conference 
recently held in Richmond, Va., Mil- 
ton Hult, president of National 
Dairy Council, announced a more 
intensified activity on the part of the 
National Council, as well as the 40 
local Councils, to coordinate the 
dairy industry with the national de- 
fense program. 


Lieutenant Colonel Paul P. Logan, 
of the office of the Quartermaster 
General of the War Department, ad- 
dressing the conference on the im- 
portance of dairy products in army 
rations, stated: ‘‘Physical health and 
strength are regarded by the army 
as the most important factors in the 
defense program, and the Dairy 
Council has been recognized as one 
of the important health education 
agencies to take an active part in 
‘Making America strong by making 
Americans stronger’.”’ 


Other leading representatives of 
the army and the National Defense 
Commission emphasized the need of 
a more intensified program of con- 
sumer education and research in nu- 
trition, if the nation’s health and 
defense is to be lifted ‘above the 
safety line.” Mr. M. L. Wilson, 
Chairman of the National Advisory 
Committee on Nutrition, congratu- 
lated the Dairy Council on its work 
and said he wished to emphasize, 
“that all educational efforts, whether 
they are sponsored by public agencies 
or producer-cooperatives, trade as- 
sociations or retail distributors, 
should be directed towards improv- 
ing the nutritional status of people 
in all walks of life.’’ 

The 1941 Winter Conference was 
the most successful ever held by the 
Dairy Council both from the stand- 
point of attendance and constructive 
plans for coordinating its work with 
a national program to increase the - 
consumption of dairy products. A 
definite Council program is well 
under way to build up the nation’s 
second line of defense by educating 
the civilian as to the importance of 
dairy products in his diet.

In selling surplus ani- 
mals, they even went farther than 
mest breeders are willing to do by 
selling subject to a later retest. Then 
came the storm, and after a serious 
break in their own herd, they found 
themselves with over a third of the 
herd positive to the agglutination 
test. 

In February 1937 they signed up 
their herd with the Federal Bureau 
for the experimental work on calf 
vaccination. There were at that time 
69 animals over five months of age 
involved in the first test. Of these, 
24 or 34.8%, were positive to the 
agglutination test. 

There are at present 100 animals 
over 5 months of age in the herd. 
There remains in the herd 29 ani- 
mals that are un-vaccinated, these 
being animals that were beyond vac- 
cination age when the experiment 
was started on February 19, 1937. 
Of these 29 animals, there are nine 
positives and two suspects. 

During the four-year period there 
have been ten abortions in the old 
parent group. 75 calves have been 
vaccinated in the herd between the 
ages of four to eight months of age. 
12 vaccinated heifers have been sold 
for dairy replamecents. 31 of these 
vaccinated heifers have freshened 
once in the herd and there have been 
no abortions. Four of the vaccinated 
heifers have freshened twice—and 
there have been no abortions in this 
group.

Federal people, advises under date 
of March 20, 1941, that all vac- 
cinated animals in the herd, except 
those recently vaccinated, and still 
in the normal titer period, are nega- 
tive to the blood test. 

This would seem to about as near 
100% satisfactory results as could 
be asked for under any system.
